“The reason for the closing of 
the office is very evident to the 
telegraphers,” P. L. Collins, repre­ 
senting the strikers, declared last 
night. "F our multiplex machine at­ 
tendants agreed to join the strik­ 
ers Saturday night, making a total 
of 
five of 
these 
attendants 
who 
have quit working for the Western 
Union. For the W estern Union of­ 
fice here to continue to try to do 
business 
would 
be like a 
mouse 
trying to eat a 100-pound cake of 
cheese.” 
Collins says that there are only 
five telegraphers of the total force 
before the strike who have refused 
to quit work. Three of these are 
old men who are afraid of losing 
pensions, 
he 
said. 
Forty-six 
tele­ 
graphers are now* out, he said, also 
two wire chiefs besides the five at­ 
tendants of the multiplex machines. 
Of about thirty-five girl operators 
of the multiplex machines onlv th ir­ 
teen were working Saturday. Collins 
said. Not all of the girls have open­ 
ly come out with the telegraphers, 
said 
Collins, but 
many 
have 
re­ 
fused to continue at work. 
Collins also claims that the shut­ 
ting dow n' of the Western Union 
office 
here 
cuts 
off 
at 
least 
a 
thousand other offices who depend 
for their 
service 
being 
relayed 
through Oklahoma City.

50,000,000 bushels. 
Harvesting has been in progress 
for about a week in a few coun­ 
ties of the state and if favorable 
weather continues, work will begin 
1 iii the big northwest wheat section 
this week, according to J. A. W hite­ 
hurst. president of the state board 
of agriculture. 
The counties that 
have begun harvesting are Tillman, 
Cotton and Jackson, in the southern 
part of the state, the crop there be­ 
ing 
slightly 
more 
advanced 
in 
growth than in the main wheat belt. 
Reports from * Woods. 
Garfield 
, and 
other 
northwest 
counties, 
to 
the 
board 
of 
agriculture 
indicate 
that the recent wet weather and red 
rust discovered in some sections has 
caused a decrease in growing condi­ 
tion of the crop of not more than 
three per cent, the prospect for a 
full crop now* standing at 92 per­ 
cent as against 73 percent on the 
same date last year.

court insisted. 
The 
fine 
was 
assessed 
when 
Judge Lindsey, in May, 1915, de­ 
clined 
to tell what Neal W right. 
14-year-old 
ward 
of 
the 
juvenile 
court, had told the judge about the 
I shooting of Neal’s father. 
Neal’s 
m other was on trial charged with 
murder. 
Neal 
w*as the only eye 
witness. Mrs. W right was acquitted. 
Judge Lindsey refused to testify 
at the trial, insisting that whatever 
information he possessed regarding 
the killing had been given him by 
the boy in confidence and he could 
not violate the 
boy's 
confidence. 
Soon after the trial, John A. Perry, 
then judge of the criminal court, 
found his fellow-judge 
guilty 
of 
contempt and assured the $500 fine. 
Judge Lindsey appealed to the su­ 
preme court. 
The fine was upheld 
by a majority of 
the 
justices— 
three of them, however, dissenting. 
On June 2, last, the Colorado Su­ 
preme Court denied Judge Lindsey 
a rehearing. 
Judge Lindsey announced that in 
refusing to pay the fine he is not 
acting 
upon 
a personal 
point 
of 
view* but considers that as the Den­ 
ver Juvenile Court is one of the old­ 
est. in the United States, all other 
courts look lo it to 
uphold 
its 
rights. 
And one of these is that a 
relation of circumstances given in 
confidence to a juvenile court judge 
is not to be used in any other pro­ 
ceedings. 
The judge bas 
received 
letters 
from many of the judges through­ 
out the United States urging him to 
maintain his stand. 
Various chil­ 
dren’s agencies have offered to pay 
the fine for him. 
“No m atter what the supreme de­ 
cided, I still believe and will al­ 
ways believe, that what Neal W right 
told me was told me in strictest con­ 
fidence and that I would have been 
unworthy to hold the position I now 
hold if I had testified,” said Judge 
Lindsey. 
“The fact that four jus­ 
tices of the supreme court says I 
was w*rong does not make it so. 
I 
am not going to pay that fine, be­ 
cause if I did I would admit I was 
wrong."

LONDON. June 16. — The final 
goal^of all the ambitions which fly­ 
ing men have ventured to dream 
since the W right Brothers first rose 
from the earth in a heavier than 
air machine was realized this morn­ 
ing, when the young British offi­ 
cers, Captain John Alcock and Lieu- 
tentenant A rthur Brown, landed on 
the Irish coast after the first non­ 
stop flight across the Atlantic ocean. 
Their voyage was without acci­ 
dent, and without unforseen inci­ 
dent so far as can be learned. 
It 
w*as a straightaw ay, clean-cut flight, 
achieved in sixteen hours and twelve 
minutes from Newfoundland to Clif- 
den, Ireland, a distance of 
more 
than 1,900 miles. 
But the brief and modest descrip­ 
tion which comes from the airmen 
at Clifden tells of an adventurous 
and 
amazingly 
hazardous 
enter­ 
prise. 
Fog and mists hung over 
the North Atlantic, and the Vickers- 
Vimy biplane climbed 
and 
dove 
struggling to extricate herself from 
the folds of the airplane’s worst 
enemy. 
She rose to 11,000 feet, swooped 
dow*n almost lo the surface of the 
sea and at limes the two naviga­ 
tors found themselves flying upside 
down only ten feet above the water. 
Before coming to earth near the 
Clifden 
wireless 
station, 
Alcock 
circled the wireless aerials seeking 
the best spot to reach the earth. 
But no suitable ground was found 
so he chanced it in a bog. 
Radio Disabled. 
The wireless staff rushed to the 
aid of the aviators. 
They found 
Alcock dazed and Alcock tem porar­ 
ily deafened by the force of the 
impact. 
As soon as they were able 
to be escorted to the wireless sta­ 
tion they telegraphed the news to 
their friends and then had break­ 
fast. 
“That is the best way to cross the 
Atlantic,” 
said 
Lieutenant 
Brown 
after he had eaten. 
Captain Alcock explained that the 
silence of his radio instrum ent dur­ 
ing the trip by saying that the wire­ 
less propeller blew off soon after 
the biplane left Newfoundland. 
“ We were much jammed by strong 
wireless 
signals 
not 
intended 
for 
us,” he added. 
W hen word was received here of 
the accident to the machine in land­ 
ing. arrangem ents were made for 
machinics to leave London imme­ 
diately to make repairs. 
To Ely to London. 
Word came from Clifden this aft- 
ernon that the pilot and the navi­ 
gator of the biplane were leaving 
for 
Galway, 
whence 
Lieutenant 
Brown planned to travel by train to 
London, arriving there on Tuesday 
morning. 
Captain Alcock, however, 
hoped to be able to fly to London 
in the machine which made the rec­ 
ord flight, as soon as it could be 
repaired. 
It was planned to have 
him give an exhibition over Lon­ 
don in the machine if possible. 
The Aero Club received a mes­ 
sage from Clifden not long after 
the trans-Atlantic 
fliers 
landed, 
signed by them, which merely said 
that they had completed the flight 
in 'sixteen hours and twelve minutes.

Choice of service in France, Germany, Siberia, Philip­ 
pines, Hawaiian Islands, Alaska. Panama, China or the 
United States is offered. 
Those who choose to go into the army of occupation 
will have an opportunity to study in tile "‘khaki uni­ 
versity" and obtain free education, or they may take 
advantage 
of exceptional 
opportunities offered 
to 
American soldiers as students at Oxford, Cambridge, 
University 
of Manchester, University of London, 
or 
Trinity College. A large number of colleges and uni­ 
versities in France are also offering special privileges 
to Yanks. 
To the boy who has not finished high school work, 
and hence is not eligible for entrance to universities 
abroad, instruction in his choice out of 72 trades will 
be given. 
In other words, here is a chance for a lad to get 
three years of military training, three years of foreign 
experience in the country of his choice, three years of 
education at something which will fit him for earning 
a good living in civilian life after his service is over, 
and his living paid while he is getting these. The war 
pay of $30 per month with 20 per cent bonus for for­ 
eign service will be in force for the three years.

behind,

cli u re h. 
as 
its 
pastor. 
Rev. 
John 
Haynes 
Holmes, 
announces, 
takes I 
“ rank with the school, the library, i 
the community center as a public 
Institution for puimc service.” This 
step is but the logical outcome of a, 
reported 
utterance 
made 
by 
Dr. 
Holmes one morning in preaching 
in exchange with Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise, of the Free Synagog. “ I hate 
orthodoxy as I hate hell." 
His pro­ 
gram for the new work, says the 
New York Tribune, "shows that he 
it 
true to 
his hate, for 
there is 
nothing orthodox about it." 
In the 
New York Evening Post. Dr. Hollins 
explains how’ it was inevitable that 
outward signs should conform with 
inward changes: 
“ The old name had long since lost 
its meaning, at 
least for our peo­ 
ple. 
To many it had a sentimental 
value made precious by long and 1 
tender 
association,

This last step stirs the reminis­ 
cent as well as reflective mood in 
the Brooklyn Eagle, which suggests 
that

church’s 
Isolation 
from 
its fellow churches may not be so 
remote after all: 
“ The memories of the great pas­ 
torate of the Rev. Robert Collyer 
can hardly be obliterated, however, 
and if Collyer, the giant of homely 
and forceful pulpit 
oratory, could 
speak he would perhaps deny that 
Dr. Holmes is any more universal 
in his thinking, any more hum anis­ 
tic in his sympathies, or any more 
devoted to religion than his prede­ 
cessor.

182 5 as the Second Congregational

gifts came from Congregationalists, j

SHIP ARCHITECTURE 


DIFFERS IN HEW MODEL

16.— 
The new' cement ship Palo Alto, re­ 
cently launched at the Government 
Island 
Plant 
at 
Oakland 
differs 
materially both as to architecture 
and composition from the first con­ 
crete ship “ FaiHi." 
The system of steel reinforcing 
of the Faith was diagonal, that of 
the Palo Alto horizontal and verti­ 
cal. 
The concrete aggregate used 
in the Faith w’as rock, sand and 
cement; 
that of the Palo Alto of 
sand, crushed terra cotta and ce­ 
ment, making for lighter construc­ 
tion. 
The 
S^n 
Francisco 
Ship­ 
building company, builders of th e 
Faith, directed the construction of 
the Palo Alto, the work being done 
under 
inspection 
of 
the 
shipping 
board. 
The “ shell" or wralls of the Palo 
Alto are four inches thick with the 
exception 
of part 
of 
the bottom, 
where it is five inches in order to 
provide additional strength to care 
for the foundations of the machin­ 
ery. 
Decks, deckhouses, 
cabins—
